This mid-year Sth grade class has an average chronological age of 
13 years and & months; an average aptitude age of 13 years and 6 
months; and an average attainment seale age of 13 years and 11 months. 

The teaching has obtained an average of 5 months in attainment be- 
yond the average aptitude age. This gives the class an efficiency quo- 
tient of 1.06. 

The record shows the teacher’s suecess with 26 pupils, each of whom 
has a different aptitude age. This variation is from 15 vears and 5 months 
to 11 years and 1 month. The difference in attainment seale age is only 
from 15 years and 4 months to 12 years and 6 months. The lowest is 
1 year below grade in attainment. In aptitude age, the lowest is 2 years 


and 5 months below the average for the class
